eration, requiring lf) minutes a d a v 
tor school lunches 
ct 
milk 
and 
crackers. Then another organisation 
went before the legislature with a 
hill 
providing for physical culture 
requiring another 15 minute period. 
In our s ta te the law makers must be 
careful in their definitions of ‘health* 
and physical culture’’ he continued. 
‘‘Then the Daughters of the' Re­ 
volution, thinking that Baul Revere 
should

minds of the pupils, set aside a Paul 
Revere day, and with other i l a \ lor
